• Survival Fr«» Very 
ChlMM MrlkuSa. 

Whence the slices of lemon with the 
tea In Huasia? , 

Okakura Kakuxo, a Japanese artist 
and crttl*-. writing In the I uternatlonal 
Quarterly, says they point to a survival 
from very ancient Chinese methods, 
when tea leaves "were steamed, crush¬ 
ed In a mortar, made Into a cake and 
boiled together with rice, ginger, salt, 
orange peet. spices, milk and some¬ 
times with onions!" 

Okakura tells also of the work of 
Lowuh. the poet, who In the eighth 
century became the first apostle ef tea 
s«m* wrote In three volumes and tea 
chapters tbe “Chaklng." or “Holy 
Scripture of Tea." Luvruh Instituted 
tbs code of tea and la become the tute¬ 
lary god of Chinese merchants of the 
leaf. 

According to this master, tbe moun¬ 
tain spring furnishes the beet water, 
then come river water and plain spring 
water There are three stuges of boil¬ 
ing. The cake tea Is roasted before the 
fire “until It becomes soft, like a baby’s 
arm." and Is shredded Into powder be¬ 
tween pieces of fine paper. Salt la put 
tn the first boll, tbe tea In the second. 

At the third boll a dipperful of cold 
water Is poured Into the kettle to settle 
the teu and revive ’*the youth of the 
water " Then tbe beverage Is poured 
into cups. 

It was of such a beverage that Lo¬ 
tting. another poet, wrote: "The first 
cup moisten* my lips and throat, the 
second cup breaks my loneliness, the 
third cup searches my barren entrail 
but to find therein some 5,000 volume* 
of odd Ideographs. The fourth cup 
raises a slight perspiration — all the 
strong of life passes away through my 
pores. At the fifth cup I am purified; 
the sixth cup calls me to the realm of 
the Immortal*. The seventh eup-ah. 
but I could take no more!" 

“Tea began as a medicine and ended 
aa a beverage” Alao It has had rituals, 
ceremonies and philosophies. In Japan 
It became “tbe religion of the art of 
Ufe.” and “the tea room was an oasis 
In tbe dreary waste of existence." This 
was In the fifteenth century, and tbe 
philosophy of Tealsm which then arose 
la described as “a cult founded on the 
adoration of the beautiful among the 
Bordid facts of everyday existence. It 
Inculcates purity and harmony, the 
mystery of mutual charity, the roman¬ 
ticism of the social order.”
